Nevin Epley, Arendtsville, has

or vacated. 
The sale took place September

BANK FORECLOSURE 
The Biglerville National Bank 
brought about the sale by fore­ 
closing on first mortgages it held 
against the property. Epley’a bid 
of $10,000 was the high bid for 
the properties and they were sold 
to him. He paid $1,000 down and 
was to pay the other $9,000 on 
September 27 when the properties 
would be turned over to him. 
According to the petition filed 
for Epley by Attorney Daniel E

ber 23. 
Epley adds that despite warn 
tags by the Biglerville bank that 
it would not give approval for re­ 
moval of the trailer and despite 
warnings by the sheriff that it 
should not be removed, some per­ 
son did remove the trailer and as 
of the time the petition was filed 
neither Epley nor the sheriff, 
despite 
investigation, 
had any 
knowledge of what had become of 
the trailer or who removed it from 
the property in Arendtsville. 
SEEMED PERM ANENT 
Epley claims he made, prior to 
the sale, a "reasonable and prop­ 
er" search to determine that the 
property for which he was to 
bid was actually the property of 
the people being "sheriffed. 
The trailer had no wheels and 
was attached to the ground on 
the property. 
It was a large 
house-type trailer that seemer 
permanent. A search disclosed 
that the debts against the prop­ 
erty were the mortgages held by 
the bank 
and 
that all debts 
against the property would be 
satisfied by the sheriff’s sale. A 
check was made of the records

record of the trailer and it was 
believed that it had been deliv 
ered directly from the manufac 
turer to the Martins.

Redefinition Of Catholic 
Church Receives An Early 
Endorsement By Prelates

VATICAN CITY (AP)-A pro­ 
posed redefinition of the Roman 
Catholic church won general en­ 
dorsement today from the first 
prelates to speak at the second 
phase of the Vatican Ecumenical 
Council. 
Two cardinals and six bishops 
took the floor in St. Peter’s Basil­ 
ica as the 2,500 council fathers re­ 
sumed 
working 
sessions. 
Pope 
Paul VI reopened the council 
Sunday after a nine-month recess 
with a strong appeal for church 
reform. 
The council press office, sum­ 
marizing today’s three-hour meet­ 
ing, told newsmen the schema 
(topic) before the assembly—"De 
Ecclesia.” concerning the church 
—was accepted by speakers as 
"a good foundation on which to 
build." 
REVISED IN RECESS 
It was revised during the re­ 
cess, and undoubtedly will be re­ 
vised further. It will be the main 
topic before the council’s session!

ending Dec. 4. 
The schema, considered the key 
to all the council’s work, proposed 
a new way for the Roman Cath­ 
olic church to look at its struc­ 
ture. It came up originally at the 
council’s first session last year 
and was criticized by many fa­ 
thers as being too juridical and 
academic and not sufficiently pas­ 
toral.

Located in the small Iowa town where Harbert Hoover was 
born and w here he spent his early boyhood, the Hoover Library 
is the newest of the four presidential libraries. Form er Presi­ 
dents Hoover and Trum an and P resident John F. Kennedy were 
present at its dedication, which w as held August IO, 1962, to m ark 
the 88th birthday of the guest of honor. During his homecoming, 
Mr. Hoover visited the two-room house in which he was born and 
the blacksm ith shop where he w atched his father shoe horses 
(both buildings are located on the library grounds). 
Many rem inders of Mr. Hoover’s 46 years of public service 
are on view in the library. Photographs and historic papers are 
displayed in glass-enclosed cases (four guests are pictured above,

studying documents signed by the form er president during his 
term of office). Visitors are alw ays im pressed by a wall display 
of colorful tapestries m ade by Belgian women and sent to Mr. 
Hoover as an expression of their appreciation for his adm inistra- 
trative efforts in gathering food and distributing it in their war- 
torn country, both during and after World War I. 
Other item s of interest include bulky table microphones used 
by the president when he m ade radio broadcasts to the nation, 
and fram ed copies of cartoons about the adm inistration that ap­ 
peared in the newspapers during his presidency (including one 
that pokes fun at his proposal to standardize fishing hooks*. 
Occuping a position of prom inence in the library are an 
American flag and the president’s standard, which flank the 
office desk and charrs used by our nation’s 31st president when 
he occupied the White House. (The library also contains an 
office-s'udy, for the use of the form er president. Each presiden­ 
tial library is so equipped.) * • • 
Oldest of the presidential libraries is that named for Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and built on the Roosevelt estate at Hyde Park. N. 
Y. More than a million people have visited the museum section 
of the library since its opening in 1941. 
According to the director of the Roosevelt Library, the presi­ 
dent was a “ born collector.” He had a personal library of m ore 
than 16.000 volumes—books and m anuscripts about naval history,

ornithology, and the history of colonial New York—and he owned 
an extensive gallery of naval paintings and prints. His “ fleet” of 
ship models was one of the largest in the country, and he had a 
stam p collection estim ated at great value. Visitors are always 
im pressed by the displays of the collections noted above and by 
the wide variety of gifts which the Roosevelts received from 
royalty, statesm en, and friends all over the world. The gifts 
range from diamonds, gold, silverw are, and fine glassw are to 
paperweights, suitcases, fountain pens, and those in a humorous 
vein. 
The archives, containing m ost of the president s private and 
state papers, were dedicated in 1948. Mr. Roosevelt preserved 
his correspondence from the tim e he first entered public life in 
1910. In addition, he saved letters he received from the American 
public (they poured into the White House at the rate of 2,000 a 
day in 1933). As a result, librarians had to catalogue correspond­ 
ence filling 500 five-drawer cabinets when the archives were 
opened. 
R esearchers find much of value in the library. In 1957, for ex­ 
ample, 12 books (including two “ best sellers” ) were published 
from m aterial in the files. In fact, authors using this research 
lode have published alm ost as m uch literature about Roosevelt as 
has been printed about A braham Lincoln.

When former President Harry S. Truman spoke at the dedica­ 
tion of the library bearing his nam e, in 1957, he said: “This li­ 
brary will belong to the people of the U.S. My papers will be the 
property of the people and accessible to them. And this is as it 
should be.

Dollar Claims Abroad Top 
U.S. Currency Reserves 


TO D AY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 


By SAM DAWSON 


A P Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK YAP) - Dollar 
claims by other nations exceed 
U.S. gold and currency reserves. 
Worse, these claims are growing 
despite the efforts of this nation, 
the world’s strongest economically 
and financially, to get its books 
closer to balance. And this year a 
major m n on its gold stocks is 
being averted to considerable ex­ 
tent by the good will and sym- 
pathy 'and self interest) of its 
friends. 
This fiscal unbalance could go 
deeper than just hurt pride. It 
could lead to a hurt dollar. If un­ 
checked, it could end up in a 
blow to all the western world's 
structure of finance and trade. 
How did the United States get 
into this fix? 


IN SIM PLEST TER M S 
In its simplest terms the prob­ 
lem now being thrashed out in 
government am! banking circles 
here and abroad is this: 
For several years, especially 
since 1957, the United States has 
been sending abroad more dol­ 
lars than it has been getting 
hack. The steadily mounting piles 
of foreign-held dollars, or credits 
easily turned into dollars, now 
adds up to more than $20 billion. 
By U.S. law other governments or 
their central banks can turn in 
their dollars to the U.S. Treasury 
for gold at $35 an ounce. And off 
and on they've bee ndoing just 
that. 
The treasury now has only $15.5 
billion of gold (down from $24 bil­ 


lion some years back1. And $12 bil­ 
lion of this hoard is earmarked 
as a reserve backing U.S. paper 
money. 
That is Uncle Sam’s gold em­ 
barrassment. 


INCREASING THIS Y EA R 
His trouble arises from a def­ 
icit between outgoing and incom­ 
ing dollars, called the deficit in 
the balance of payments. Here is 
how the deficit has mn since 1957: 
$3.5 billion in 1958; $3 7 billion in 
1959; $3.9 billion in 1960; $2.4 bil­ 
lion in 1961; $2.2 billion in 1962. 
And this year the deficit has 
been increasing. In the first three 
months we ran $800 million be­ 
hind; in the next throe months $1.3 
billion short. This made the first 
half of 1963 about as bad as all 
of 1962. 
But all along the United States 
has been exporting more goods 
than it has been importing. This 
is called the balance of trade. 


BUILD UP ABROAD SERIOUS 
What has really counted has 
been that balance of payments 
deficit — tho amount each year 
by w'hich all the outgoing dollars 
have smothered the favorable bal­ 
ance of trade. 
As some of these accumulated 
surplus dollars abroad have been 
turned in for gold. the treasury’s 
hoard has shrunk in this fashion: 
Down $2 2 billion in 1958; $1 bil­ 
lion in 1959; $1.7 billion in I960; 
$878 million in 1961 and $911 mil­ 
lion in 1962. So far this year he 
gold loss has been $395 million. 
Disquieting as the gold drain 
has been. what's worrying Wash­ 
ington and many bankers here 
ami abroad is the buildup of dol­ 
lars and dollar claims abroad.

The account of the pioneer Dill 
family of Monaghan and of what 
is now Adams County, Pennsyl­
